Division  of  Public  Schools  in  Salisbury.  As  principal  of 
Price  he  was  able  to  inspire  many  pupils  who  have 
now  become  successful. 

We  salute  Mr.  Hall  as  a  great  educator  and  a  great 
citizen.  Since  1911  he  has  been  superintendent  of 
the  Sunday  School  of  Moore's  Chapel.  He  has  been 
trustee  of  the  same  church  for  twenty-three  years.
